Foreign  Market  Developments: 

Argentine  Tariff  Reductions  on  Food  and  Food  Products.  In  decrees  to  be  issued 
shortly,  Argentina  will  reduce  import  duties  on  65  tariff  line  items  covering  a 
wide  range  of  food  and  food  products. 

Tariff  reductions  include  various  meat  and  poultry  items  (reduced  from  10  percent 
to  zero) ,  various  prepared  legumes,  vegetables  and  fruit  items  (reduced  from 
45  percent  to  25  percent)  and  various  fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  items  (reduced 
from  10  percent  to  zero) .   Duty  will  be  reduced  to  zero  for  poultry,  fresh 
chilled  or  frozen;  almonds,  in  shell;  apples;  pears  and  quinces.
